In order ta be Jnwfally agld in 
Maine, aif shellfish must be taken from 
mnpoluted beds. They must be gold, 
whother opened or in the shell, as thay 
come from the salt water beda with- 
out being ‘oated'' In fresh or racks 
ieh waters, Freshly opened clams and 
oyatora may bo sold with the natural 
Hiquids provided they are plainly Iab- 
cled to” show that fact. Bat opened 
ohell-fish ray not bo shipped with the 
natural liquids, av the resulting decom: 
position product specdily render the 
solids unlit for food. All opened ahelt 
fish most be opened, drained and pack- 
ed wider proper sanitary conditions, 
They nraat be shipped in sanitaty con: 
tainera without the addition of water 
or direck contact with ice, If the op 
ened shell Hoh nced to be washed this 
may he dons in either clean salt water 
or clean fresh water, but tha opened 
shell fiah shall not stand in the wask 
water for more than G minutes of time.

Properly drained nnd reasonably 
fecal opeaml vyatere in good condition 
for fred will not carry more than 3 
yer cent of liquids that will drain from 
a colandér in five minutes of time, and 
VL never have less than 16 por cont 
of dry matter in the solids, Opened 
oyaters that carry not Ices than 16 per 
cent dry solids and not over 10 per 
tent of freo Equida are passed.
